American troop* across th« Atlantic 
has stopped entirely and demobilisa- 
tion of troops In cantonments and 
camps a,t home Is under way. 


100,000 BACK HOME SOON. 


General March, chief of staff, made 


this announcement today, eutllnlng 
the war department's plans In an- 
swer to the questions the country has 
been asking since the day the armis- 
tice was signed and It became ap- 
parent that the wap was over. He 
said orders already Issued would lend 
200,000 men back to civil life within 
two weeks and that when ths pro- 
gram was In full swing about 10,000 
would quit the army dally. 


AS TO MEN FROM FRANCH.

mobilized as far as possible In their 
home communities. The chief oC staff 
would make no prediction as to when 
the first divisions would start home. 
It appears probable that the flow of 
returning troops can be In full tide 
before February 1.

TUBERCULOSIS 
LAW 


BT OWKN SCOTT 


Pursuant to your request there is 


furnished herewith an outline of the 
law enacted by the legislature of Illi- 
nois providing for the establishment 
and maintenance of a Tuberculosis 
Santltarium in each 
County In the 


etat*. This act was approved June 
IS, 1915. It applies to counties which 
by vote accept Its pro-visions. So far 
41 counties, outside 
of Cook, have 


given an affirmative vote and are 
preparing to establish these sanitar- 
iums. Eight of these voted in 1916 
and have built or are building, some 
being almost ready for occupancy. 


In the late election 35 other coun- 
ties including Macon voted to es- 
tablish them. 


FACTS ABOUT LAW 


1—The law authorizes each county 
to establish and maintain by taxa- 
tion of all property In the county at 
Its assessed valuation "a tuberculosis 
sanitarium and branches, dispensar- 
ies and other auxiliary Institutions 
connected with the same." 
2—The tax to establish and main- 
tain these instiutions cannot exceed 
three mills' on the dollar ana is col- 
lected at the same time and In the 
same manner as all general taxes. 
When collected the proceeds shall be 
paid In to the County Treasury and 
•hall 
constitute 
the "tuberculolss 


sanitarium fund" and cannot be used 
for any other purpose. 
3—When by vote 
the sanitarium 


has been authorized, the whole con- 
trol and management pass to the 
Board of Supervisors of the County. 


4—The first step 
is the appoint- 
ment of a Board of three Directors 
by the Chairman, with the approval 
o£ the county board. The law pro- 
vides that at least one of these direc- 
tors shall be a licensed physician. 
They are to serve without compen- 
sation, the 
term 
being for three 
years. Prior to July 1st of each year 
one Is to be appointed . 
5—This Board of Directors shall 


name one of their number president 
and one secretary. 
Exclusive con- 
trol of the Sanitarium, its branches 
and auxlliaary Institutions Is lodged 
In the Board of Directors. 
They 
have full power to make all "by-laws, 
rules and regulations" to govern the 
Sanitarium and its activities, not In- 
consistent with the State law. The 
Board of Directors 
has "exclusive 


control 
of the 
expenditure of all 
moneys 
collected to 
the credit of 


the Tuberculosis Sanitarium Fund." 


CAN BUY OR LEASE 


8—Subject to the approval of the 


County Board, 
the 
directors ha\e 


power to purchase or lease grounds 
within the county and erect buildings 
suitable for the Sanitarium and its 
affiliated Institutions. 
Xo building 
can be erected until detailed plans 
therefor shall have been submitted 
to the secreary of the State Board 
of Health and approved by him. "No 
building- in which tuberculosis pa- 
tients are to be housed shall be built 
on the 
grounds of a County Poor 
Farm or Infirmary." 


7—One or more of the directors Is 
required to visit and examine the 
Sanitarium and its branches at least 
twice each month and make monthly 
reports to the County Board. 
' 8—The Sanitarium shall be free to 
all persons in the County afflicted 
with tuberculosis. They shall be en- 
titled without charge to occupancy, 
nursing, care, money and attendance, 
under the rules and regulations es- 
tablished by the Board of Directors. 


3—No person shall be compelled to 


enter the Sanitarium or any of Its 
Branches -without 
his 
consent 
In 


writing. In case of a minor or per- 
son under disability, consent in writ- 
Ing must be obtained from parent, 
guardian, or conservator. 


BENEFITS EXTENDED 


10—The, benefits of the Sanitarium 
and Its affiliated activities such as 
care, nursing, medicines and all other 
aid necessary to effect a oure may be 
extended to afflicted ones in their 
homes, the object being to stamp out 
tuberculosis In Macon County . 
11—The benefits of the Sanitarium 
may be extended to persons outside 
of the County when the demands of 
Macon County will permit on terms 
and conditions 
prescribed 
by the 


Board of Directors. 
, 


12—Provisions Is made In the law 
to receive contributions of money or 
property the same to be paid over 
to the County Treasurer. 


13—All reputable physicians shall 


have equal privileges In treating pa- 
tients In the County Sanitarium. 


14—The first levy of the tax will 


bo made by the Board of Supervisors 
at the time of the County levy In 
1919. 
The tax will be collected be- 


ginning in January 1920. It may be 
that arrangements can be made so 
that preliminary work of securing 
the site, making plans for buildings 
etc., can be done next year. 


The needs In this County, where 
as many as 500 people are constantly 
afflicted, are so great that it may 
be possible to start building opera- 
tions In advance of the collection of 
the tax. The visiting nurse Is already 
doing much work toward relief and 
this can be added to as opportuni- 
ties open. The people of this County 
are to be congratulated on their ac-

"October 1«, 1918. 


"Mother: I wag pleased to receive 
letters and papers—having only a 
few minutei to write—the letter will 
tie short. The rainy season continues, 
and I do not believe that w& had two 
weeks. We continue the hard work, 
with long hours, giving the Hun a 
hard scrap, and he Is giving ground. 
J>'o doubt by the time you receive this 
letter, important events will have 
happened. 


VISITED OLD CHURCH. 


"This p.m, with a couple of fel- 
lows, I took a walk In the country. 
One place of special Interest that 
•we visited was an old church built, 
according to the earner stone, In 1642, 
almost 300 year* ago. 
The building 


•was of stone construction—the arch- 
itecture far more delicate than the 
Catholic church at Decatur, and it 
is about twice as large. The cross 
was conspicuous on top, also the tall 
steeple, which was tall and slender 
»nd dented with openings. 
Before 


each opening sat a large black crow, 
and others flying about. On the va- 
rious offsets were growing flower 
beds and In the other crevices high 
•up in the air, was growing grass. 
Imagine how long is took for the 
flyins d'ist to grow in quantity, to 
grow flowers.

"At present I am living In high 
•Ulc. the best of my army career 
Vncle Sam is taking good cai e of 
me and in return I am working hard 
For the first time, I do not use a 
mess hit; almost Imaginable for a 
soldier not to have to wash his kit. 
I am certainly lucky to be on de- 
tached ser\ ice. I often think about 
the scramble the women had at their 
dinners and 
suppers. 
I.e me de- 
scribe how we ate fed—330 men. We 
go in the door, reach for a Itnlfe. 
•poon, fork and a tray, which are 
on a counter. 
"Into this tray two platters are 
thrown by the first man, ^ho flings 
• spoonful of mashed potatoes, the 
next "dipper" puts a piece of roast 
beef, and spoonful of gravy, the next 
"dipper" gives the corn and tur- 
nips. 
On the hungry soldier goes to the 
next, who loads the second plate with 
taploes, and a dressing of pineapple, 
«nd maybe jcllo. A dipper was busy 
•preadlng bread with butter, and be- 
ing hungry I took three slics, one 
less than the preceding soldier. Bread 
and butter was placed on the counter, 
and one could take any amount he 
wanted. To wash this down I picked

vault, so that

country can not again be caught to 
tally unprepared. It may be tha 
they will never be needed again, bu 
they will be there as a measure o 
safety 
The special machinery may 


be assigned to the production of a 
kind resembling that of the muni 
tlons that they were designed to 
make. 


WORKERS. 


Then there It the question of th* 


worker*. Many a man now In the 
army will find when be comes bom' 
a girl at the machine that he usei 
to operate. Or It does not matte 
if It Is a machine designed and 
built aftar h« went Into the service 
she U there, a competent and exper 
machine operator. 


Then there to the question of em- 


ployment for the men who have been 
disabled from wounds, the man wltl 
one arm or one leg or one eye, or 
no «yes to be taken car* of. The 
law of Illinois discriminates against 
the manufacturer who Would employ 
a man with one eye for example. He 
might be just as competent and the 
manufacturer just a» willing to us* 
him as If lie had two good eyes, bu 
If h* ehould lot* that on* ay* In 
service the manufacturer weuld b* 
eaddUd with th* cost of total dis- 
ability Just as If the employ* had 
lost two eyes. This and many other 
details will hav* to be worked ou 
by th* national government In the 
employment of disabled soldiers.

all feeling fine. 
As It looks now. 


•will again hit U. S. from Bth to 10th 
of December, It being several days 
before w« leave again. 
•1 suppose you think I have seen 
lets of exciting thing* In a round trip 
to France, but cannot »ay that I have 
met with many surprises. 
I know 
now how It feels to be sea eick, but 
It did not get me off my feet ana I 
h»ld up my end of the Job right along, 
•o guess there are things worse than 
•ea sickness after all. 
There were 
•even troop ships In our gang carry- 
iDf from 1,200 to 3,000 soldiers each, 
mo that the U. S. is doing something 
surely, and tills Is from one point 
only, a weekly occurrence at that. I 
•oppose the most honored passenger 
o» the trip was Mr. Gompers, the La- 
bor Union boss, who had been sitting 
in conferences at London, and had 
been through most of the countries. 
He gave us a. \ery Interesting talk 
and said It was \ery hard to get rep- 
resentatives from the foreign coun- 
tries to come out In the open with 
their plans and Intentions but that he 
»nd his men stuck It out until their 
doings were made open to the public 
and were very vigorous In his de- 
nouncement of the Socialists and 
their effect en the working people of 
th« world. He Is a very Interesting 
man and I don't wonder that the un- 
ions get very nearly what they go 
r.fter, with such a man at the top. He 
said that every strike In war prepar- 
ations had been caused by German 
agents and propaganda. 
He cited 
instances where their money had 
failed to bring about etrlkes that 
would have put us up against 
It 


right. 
AKB KEPT BUST. 


"As for a sea trip there Is nothing 
like it. If a person wanted a com- 
plete rest it has all other sort of va- 
cation In the shade. 
'We, of course, 
as members of the crew, are not tak- 
Inp a vacation by a good deal. 
I 
have forgotten what a full night's 
sleep is. W« p;et the hours but they 
come catch-as-catch-can. 
Think no 


more of getting up at midnight to 
stand a four hour watch than at 6 
n'elock in th« morning, and I don't 
r«e how it can be otherwise than 
healthy, for those breezes are surely 
/Tresn enough. 
We had some fine 
moonlight nights and exceptionally 
smooth sea this time over, they say 
this means the best for sub attacks 
bat the attacks didn't come off, and 
I don't believe there are very many 
left scattered about. 
All ships are 
armed and the transports have crack 
gun crews besides the protection of 
cruisers and destroyers, which escort 


do much. 
At the port where we 


landed one would no more know they 
were in a world war than here. 
Guess it Is 200 or SCO miles from 
there to the battle lines. 
Offers a 


chance to get eome Idea of what 
France Is like though, and it is much 
different from this country. To look 
out across the country it is all divid- 
ed up into little patches, fenced oft 
with hedges and is rolling and beau- 
tiful to look at.

Interest on these loans Is 6 per 


cent, or about that. The Interest pay- 
ment will be right at five hundred 
million dollars a year. It Is a great 
sum to come out of a country that 
heretofore has received rather than 
paid interest.

It Is remarked that of course they 
can't'be paid In cash; therefore they 
will have to be paid In products. 
One Imagines that for the most part 
they will have to be manufactured 
products, for In raw material we have 
our own supply and to spare. 


There Is a lively prospect that this 


changed situation will make it nec- 
e«saiy to change the tariff policy 
that heretofore ^lor the most part 
has applied in this country. 


If we must take our pay in goods 


we are foolish to make It too diffi- 
cult for those Europeans to pet the 
goods to us. 
If you as a creditor 


make it hard for your debtor to find

paid at all. Probably the same thing 
applies on the larger scale that is 
involved m International relations.

HAKE THE THINGS WE NEED. 
We hear it reported from Washing- 


ton that the

war material. It Is said that In deal- 
Ing with this matter It becomes nec- 
essary to give due consideration to 
the plight in which labor and capital 
might be put by hurried and Indls- 
criminate cancelatlon. 


All that Is very true, and the point 


is well mad*. Very likely work that 
Is BOW under way will have to be 
finished, for nothing Is to be saved 
br stopping when an article is half 
completed. 


But It will be well to put on all 


tbe brakes and call for others when 
It is proposed to go ahead with work 
that has not been started and that 
win not be needed after It la com- 
.yleted. There must be a more sens- 
ible and less expensive way than this 
t» look after the rights of labor and 
. of capital, if we start In to save our- 


selves by working on things we shall 
Bayer need or use we can be sure we 
shall finish bottom side up in the 
ditch at the side of the road. 


Much Is being said about the dif- 


ficulty of making the transfer from 
a war to » peace basis. Ot course 
the thing Is a problem of size, as all 
admit. But we are not the 
only 


country tbat must face this problem 
and solve it. As a matter of fact the 
problem Is more acute In France and 
in England than It Is with us. 


Those two countries are a war ma- 
•>chine all the way through; for three 


year* they have been that and little 
else. They have to readjust them- 
selves from A to Z. They cave much 
•ere of this to do than hare we. We 
akvOld see to it that we get our 
problem solved before they are done 
with theirs.

Eighteen months ago the gov- 
ernment made alternative proposals 
for a settlement of the Irish prblem, 
It offered either to bring horns rul,e 
into immediate effect, while exclud- 
ing the six northern counties of Ul- 
ster from Its operations, but set- 
ting up at the samo time a joint coun- 
cil which would be empowered to ex- 
tend legislation of an Irish parlia- 
ment to Ulster, or to set up a con- 
vention of representative Irishmen 
to endeavor to find a settlement for 
themselves. 


"The second alternative was adop- 


ted, but unfortunately, after nearly a 
year of earnest deliberations, the 
convention found themselves unable 
to arrive at anything like an agree- 
ment. 


"In these circumstances 1 claim 


the rigrht to bring a settlement into 
effect taped on the first of these al- 
ternatives*.

recognize, however, 


that In the present condition of Ire- 
land such an attempt could not suc- 
ceed and that it must be postponed 
until the condition of Ireland makes 
i:l possible."

distinguished services and In appre- 
ciation of the successes which our 
armies have achieved under his lead- 
ership." 


After reading the order. Gen. Bliss

and organized and trained liera on 
the soil of France an American army 
of between two and two and a. half 
million men.

I know that I speak for our

BOLSHEVIKS SEVERE 


ON NEWSPAPERMEN 


London.—Newspaper men have suf- 


fered more than any other class of 
Russian* from th« Bolshevik regime. 
They are the only ones absolutely 
unabla to Ilnd employment and who 
are condemned by the Bolshevlkl to 
literal starvation. 


From the very first day the Bol- 


shevikl assumed control o£ the coun- 
tfry, fines, imprisonment and suppres- 
sion of papers wero more frequent 
that even in the worst periods of the 
Emperor's rule. 
The fines Imposed 


by the Bolshevik commissioners were 
Incomparably heavier than In the old 
days, when 3,000 ruble* was the max- 
imum amount. They fined papers 20,- 
000 rubles for publishing war news 
without permission, and one Moscow 
paper was fined 80,000 rubles for the 
same offense.
